RAF Jet Lands

FAIRBANKS, Alaska <P>—'Three 
British Royal Air Force officers 
flew across the North Pole in a 
jet bomber from Norway to Ala­ 
ska yesterday, landing 4 VS* hours 
by the clock before they left Eu­ 
rope. 
The twin-engine Canberra, first 
of its kind to fly across the pole, 
roared onto Ladd Air Force Base 
at 4:27 p.m., Alaska time, 6 hours 
and 23 minutes after leaving Bard- 
ufoss, Norway. They had left the 
European airport at 9:04 p.m., 
Norway time. 
The 
3 ,2 0 0 -mile jaunt was com­ 
pleted at an average speed of 500 
m p h., gaining all the way on the 
sun, which had been setting when 
they left Bardufoss. 
(At this latitude, the relative 
speed of the sun across the sky 
is much slower than at the Equa­ 
tor, where it approximates 
1 ,0 0 0 
miles an hour).

Peron’s broadcast reviewing the 
bloody revolt last week came only 
a few' hours after his 16-mar. Cab­ 
inet 
resigned.

press secretariat said the minis­ 
ters wanted to let the President 
reshuffle the government as he 
wished. 
TTie broadcast and the mass res­ 
ignation appeared to be new evi­ 
dence that Peron had retained his 
grip on Argentina, despite specula­ 
tion and rumors that the revolt 
had weakened his power. 
(Diplomatic sources in Monte­ 
video, Uruguay, predicted the new 
Argentine Cabinet would be com­

UT—The City 
of Memphis has decided to build 
its own electric plant rather than 
accept power from Dixon - Yates. 
So what happens now0 
The 
City 
Commission’s 
move 
Thursday was the ace in the hole 
for backers of the Tennessee Val­ 
iev Authority who bitterly oppose 
any tie up with the private power 
Dixon-Yates combine. 
A new congressional attack on 
the controversial Dixon - Yates 
contract seems virtually assured. 
P r e s i d e n t Eisenhower-, who 
backed the Dixon - Yates contract 
solidly, once told a news confer­ 
ence he would like to see Memphis 
build its own plant. But there was 
no immediate comment on the 
Memphis move from high admin­ 
istration officials. 
The Dixon - Yates contract was 
conceived to provide electricity for 
the Memphis area, replacing TV A 
electricity used in atom plants. 
It was brought forth when TV A 
said that by 1958 it would not be 
able to meet the area’s power de-1 
mands and asked congressional 
authority to build a new steam 
electric plant. Congress said no. j 
The Eisenhower administration 
said the Dixon - Yates plan to 
build a 107-million-dollar generat­ 
ing plant across the Mississippi 
River from Memphis would take 
care of the power problem without 
requiring federal loans. 
Dixon - Yates power would be 
fed into TVA's public power here, \ 
and the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion would pass the bill under a 
long-term contract. 
When the Dixon - Yates plan ap-1 
parentlv hurdled all congressional J 
obstacles, the Memphis City Com-1 
mission moved to build its own 
100-million-dollar generating plant. I 
Meeting in special session, the 
commission ordered the Municipal! 
Urilitity Divison to “act with all 
dispatch” in getting the plant intoj 
the construction stage. 
Mayor Frank Tobey said the 
steam plant will be a 600,000-kilo­ 
watt facility erected on the Mis­ 
sissippi River. It will be com-1 
pleted, he said, before Memphis’ 
contract with the TV A runs out— 
June I, 1958. 
The mayor said the plant would 
be financed through revenue bonds 
and several financial syndicates 
have expressed interest. He de­ 
clined to identify them. 
Rep. E. C. Gathings (D-Ark) 
said Thursday night, “This will in 
no wise affect completion of the 
Dixon - Yates plant at West Mem­ 
phis.” 
-“The power will be vitally need­ 
ed in the latter part of 1957 and 
1958 for AEC purposes as well as | 
for general use in the TVA ter 
ritory,” he said.

Payments into the social secu­ 
rity fund now come mainly from 
a 2 per cent tax paid by the work­ 
er on his income up to $4,200 a 
year plus an equal amount paid 
by the employer.
